If, for example, an in- 
dictment alleges that the de- 
fendant broke into a post office 
in the Southern District of New 
York on February 13, the defend- 
ant may move for particulars as 








to the precise part of the South- 
ern District where the post office 
was located, and the exact time 
on February 13 when the claim 
is made that.be broke in. By bill 
of particulars, the defendant is 
given this information: February 
13, 1944, at 2:45 A. M., 100 Main 
Street, Carmel, NeW York. With 
this information, the defendant 
is then called upon to acquaint 
the Government of his intention 
prove that he was elsewhere 
at that time and to advise the 
Government of the place where 
he claims to have been. 

In the interest of keeping the 
rules flexible, failure of the de- 
fendant to move for particulars 
and give notice of an alibi de- 
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need only show that the exami- 
nation sought is material to the 
preparation of his defense and 
that his request is a reasonable 
one under all the circumstances. 
The rule therefore creates a right 
of discovery and inspection in 
criminal cases, wholly unknown 
to the common law. Nevertheless, 
every consideration of fairness 
requires that the defendant be 
afforded an adequate opportun- 
ity to prepare his defense by 
examination of his own books 
and records, and perhaps of 
more.
